The  efforts  of  governor  David  'Beasley  and  his  political  cronies  to  remove 
the  Confederate  flag  from  the  Statehouse  dome  art  in  full  swing.  They  are 
using  every  resource  of  the  executive  Branch  to  accomplish  this  goal  and 
they  art  determined  to  win,  We  must  it  mart  determined  to  prevent  the 
loss  of  the  most  -prominent  <Battleflag  in  At  world. 

The  governor's  efforts  have  Seen  well  organized.  $le  has  carefully  selected 
spokesmen  who  will  support  him  and  then  has  used  that  support  to 
pressure  others.  This  appears  to  Be  especially  true  in  the  case  of  Lt.  Qov, 
'BoB  iPeeler  who,  up  until  a  few  weeks  ago,  was  telling  everyone  who  asked 
that  Re  would  never  support  taking  the  flag  down.

After  this  ntws  hit  the  streets  Thurmond s  staff  scrambled  to  assure  voters

keeping  the  flag  over  the  dome.  9{ow,  only  a  few  days  after  the  general 
election,  The  Senior  Senator  from  South  Carolina  (and  one  of  our  own 
Compatriots)  has  sided  with  "Beasley,  and  wants  the  flag  to  come  down.  I 
never  thought  I  would  say  this,  But  I  regret  having  voted  for  Strom 
Thurmond. 

The  governor  says  he  wants  to  improvt  race  relations  in  South  Carolina 
and  the  only  way  he  can  do  it  is  to  lowtr  tht  flag.  Make  no  mistake  aBout 
it:  if  the  flag  tomes  down  the  enemies  of  Southern  heritage  $kf  the 
9(AACP  and  other  liberals)  will Be  one  step  closer  to  their  stated  goal  of 
eradicating  all  symbols  of  our  Confederate  ancestors.  As  Sen.  Qltnn 
MeConneS  (also  one  of  our  Compatriots)  said  in  his  televised  rebuttal  to 
the  governor  the  governor,  'asks  us  to  give  all  to  those  who  wuTgitie  us 
nothing.'
